Demand for Beef 


Prospects Are Bright For the Cattle 
Raising Industry In Western 
Canada 


Much interesting information was 
contained in the repert of the secre- 
tary of the Saskatchewan Cattle 
Breeders’ association, at the annual 
meeting held at Regina recently. The 
repo : in part was as follows: « 

If anything, the gituation with re- 
gard to the cattle breeding industry 
hag become more serious, and the 
shortage of beef cattle more marked. 
This is not only true of the Dominion 
of Canada, but also of the United 
States, Great Britain and France. In 
fact, the shortage is world wide. The 
figures in proof of this are .s follows: 

One year’s decreuse in cattle in: 
Canada, 9.3 per cent.; United States, 
3.3 per cent.: Britain, 2.1 per cent.; 
France, 9 per cent.

,toWing ugures tahen for the month 
of September, 1913 and 1914, at the 
six -eading cattle markets in the 
United States, namely: Chicago, 
Kansas City, Ohama, St. Louis, St. 
Jeseph and Sioux City. The total 
number received during September, 
1918, was 954,181, :nd durivg Septem- 
ber, 1914, was 814,985, or a decrease of 
139,196. 

It might not be fair to take that as 
an average decreas but cutting these 
figures exactly in half we have a total 


decrease in cattle .hipments for the 
year, ..t the above named markets, 
835,176 head, or rouguly speaking, 
300,000 pounds of beef This decrease 
for the entire United States for 1913 
has been estimated at nine beef cat- 
tle per 100 people. Owing to the aboli- 
tion of the United States tariff, a 
large number of Canadian cattl: went 
south. The St. Paul market alone re- 
ceived 38,623 head. 

The question may be asked, grant- 
ing these figures to be correct, why 
the price of beef is not higher. In 
this regard it may be stated that the 
retail price of all meats in Canada to- 
day is approximately the same as in 
Great Britain’ The average price of 
choice beef per pound live weight 
during 1914 at the leading western 
markets was: Choice gte.rs, Toronto, 
7.67 cents; Chicago, 9.33.cents; Mont- 
real, 6.62 cents; Winnipeg, 6.07 cents; 
Calgary, 6.94 cents. Whilst the retail- 
ers’ prices in the following cities were 
—Sirloin steak, Montreal, 22.7 cents; 
Winnipeg, 26.8 vec ts; Regina, 28 
cents; Calgary, 228 cents Medium 
chuck, Montreal, 18 cents; Winnipeg, 
18.8 cents; Regina, 18.4 cents; Cal- 
gary, 15 cents. 

The question deserves considera- 
tion.

Russia Getting Tea Habit 


Is Taking Place of Vodka, Hence New 
Markets Are Opened Up 


Elimination. of vodka from Russia 
has evidently started that immense 
nation tea-drinking. According to 
the New York Journal of Commerce, 
heavy buying by Russia of India and 
Ceylon teas has caused abnormal 
prices for these teas, the quotations 
being from 8 to 10 cents a pound 
higher than a year ago, From reports 
in the trade the Russians are buying 
all the India-Ceylons available, and 
there is a likelihood of prices going 
still higher. 

Not only is the Russian army using 
tea in enormous quantities now, but 
the kaiser long ago ordered it for his 
troops. Unusually large buying by 
these nations and their entrance into 
new markets as competitors have 
placed the tea market in @ tight posi 
tion. It has been previously pointed 
out that Britain is turning more to 
tea drinking. United States drinks 
90,000,000 pounds a year. To these 
factors the Canadian tea trade is sen- 
sitive, and advances in market values 
are not unlikely.

This 
state of affairs had the inevitable re- 
sult of forcing many of*the merchants 
of his home town out of business.

Sowing Weeds 


Many Samples of Seed Grain Analyz 
ed at Ottawa Contained Noxious 
Weeds 

In the spring of i913 officers of the 
@eed branch took samples represent- 
fag as accurately as possible the aver- 
age seed used in the districts visited, 
from over 2,000 farmers throughout 
Canada. Nine hundred and seVveuty- 
eight samples of oats were analyzed 
@t the Ottawa Seed Lahoratory and 
647 of these, or 66 per cent., contain 
ed an average of 76 noxious Weed 
weede per pound, the highest number 
being 4,833 in the pound. Hight -hun- 
dred and sixty, or 88 per cent. of tae 
@amples, contained an average of 239 
or other weed seeds, the highest num-: 
ber being 6,594 per pound. With this 
weed seed content and the rate of 
seeding reported an average of 6,400 
moxious and 20,800 other sorts of weed 
weeds would be seeded on each acre 
of land in oats. Barley and wheat 
showed similar results. Some _ of 
these weed seeds are difficult to clean 
out, but most of.them can be separ- 
ated by a fanning mill properly equip- 
ped and well operated.—Seeq Branch,

Austrian Trade 
His Majesty's Board of Trade in 
London, Wugiand, in pursuance of 
the gcheme initiated by them after 
the declaration of war fo. assisting 
British manufc.cturers to capture Ger 
man and Austrian trade, has been 
holding a series of exchange meetings 

with ihe two fold object. 

(1) Of showing British manufacur- 
ers samples of German and Austriaa 
goods compvting most eltectively 
With the British produc... 

(2).Of bringing .into touch with 
British manufacturers buye:3 who had 
previously looked to Germany and 
Austria for their requirements. 

It has now been represented to his 
majesty's board of trade that, as a 
complement to the aby¥e scheme, 
British manufacturers would welcome 
an. opportunity of displayins.for the 
inspection of buyers for the United 
Kingdom. and overseas markets the 
goods which they are or haye been 
producing in competition .. with the 
German and Austrian manufacturers, 

It 248 been urged that continental 
manufactures have derived consider- 
able advantage from the annual trade 
fairs. held in their country and that 
more especially has this been the 
case in Germany, notably at the Leip- 
zig fair. Such fairs have attracteu 
buyers from all parts of the world, 
and have resulied in orders being 
given in large volume, whereby manu- 
facturers have been able to estimate 
their output with considerable accur- 
acy and reduce their cost of produc- 
tion. 

In order to secure similar advan- 
tages for British manufacturers, his 
majesty’s board of trade has decided 
to organize a displey of British goods 
in a number of the trades in connec- 
tion with which exchange meetings 
have now been:held, viz.: ‘oy trada, 
fancy goods trade, trades in earthen- 
ware and china, clock trade, drapers, 
jewellery trade (such as studs, but- 
tons, etc.), glassware trade, electro- 
plate trade, cutlery, paper. and sta- 
tionery trade, jewellery (other than 
previous) trade. 

The annual value of the exports in 
the above trades from Germany and 
Austria to the Br-iish empire alone 
exceeds $45,000,000. The fair being 
strictly confined to tn. foregoin| 
trades. 

For the purpose of. this display, 
which it fs intended shall reproduce 
the main features of the continental 
trade fairs, his majesty’s board of 
trade has secured the Royal Agricul- 
tural Hall, London, England, and Brit- 
isi manufacturers will be afforded an 
opportunity of exhibiting their pro- 
ductions therein from the 10th of May 
to the 21st of May, 1915. 

Manufacturers only will be allowed 
to exhibit, and their exhibits will be 
strictly confined to goods of their own 
make. A general catalogue of the 
fair will be issued by his majesty’s 
board of trade, each manufacturer's 
name to appear alphabetically under 
the various trades represented at the 
fair. 

Admission to the fair will be by in- 
vitation of Lis’ majesty’s board of 
trade only and will be restricted to 
bona fide buyers for United Kingdom 
and overseas markets, Buyers from 
the Dominion of Canada visiting the 
United Kingdom during the course of 
the fair, fe, May 10th to 21st, 1915, 
and interested in the foregoing trades 
should not -ail to communicate im- 
mediately ‘on arrival in th; United 
Kingdom with H. M. Board of Trade, 
British Industries Fair, 32 Cheapside, 
London, E.C.

VALUE OF SCREENINGS 


Feeding Test With Sheep Was Made 
With Surprsing Results 

Screenin.s ure yometimes consider- 
ed as of no .aiue. This is a m‘s- 
take, The screenings ure made up 
of seeds, the same as the graln, and 
these seeds contain the same food ele- 
ments as the grains. To test the valu. 
of screenings an experiment was car 
ried out by two students, Amos Ewen 
and Ephraim Westlund, at the Norta 
Dakota Agricultural College. They 
fed three pens of sheep. The first 
one was fed oats and bran, the sec- 
ond, pigeon grass seed, and the third, 
screenings. The feading period cov- 
ered 10 weeks. It was, to some, a lit- 
tle surprising to find that the sheep 
getting the cats and bran made the 
smallest gairs. The screenings lot 
made 84 poundg more gain and used 
up only 12 pourds more screenings 
than lot one ate of the oats and bran 
The lot that were fed the pigeon 
grass seed made 16 pounds more 
gain than the out and bran lot and 
used up 12 pounds more of the pigeon 
grass seed than lot one ate of the 
bran and oats. This experiment 
brings out the value of the screenings 
that so often are left in the grain and 
nothing received fo it.

Prince . Truketskey Says Neutraliza- 
‘tlon of Dardanelles Would Not 
be to Her Interests 
The Russky Viedomosti prints a 
signed article by Prince Bugene Truk- 
etsky on “Constantinople and the Dar- 
danelles,” in which the prince says: 
“Our friends and our foes alike 
ought to know what is the point of 
view of the Russian nation as well as 
vVhat is said by diplomacy, the one 
and only solution which accords with 
the state interest of Russia—namely, 
Constantinople and the straits must 
be Russian. Every other solution, 
whatever its nature, ig impossible of 
acceptance by us, because every other 
would only make the position for us 
worse than it was before the war 

began. = . 

“French newspapers some time ago 
talked of neutralizing the Darda- 
nelles; but when they know the Rus- 
sian views they will.doubtless changa 
their opinions... We havo ; >on in the 
case of Belgium haw. neutrality is re- 
spected nowadays, and the Turk, at 
any rate, was several degrees strong- 
er than a scrap of paper. . 

The neutralization of the traits or 
the handing of them’ovér 'to'a minor 
power—for example—Bulgaria—onl.: 
means that Russia would’ be cut off 
and would probably have enemy war- 
ships at work ‘around’ tre’ Black Sea 
coastline.

“This war is a war waged in com- 
mon py the thvee allies. When it is 
ended we must not inquiré who has 
dealt Germany the heavics: blows or 
who inflicted on her the iast defeat; 
who has enabled Belgium to be restor- 
ed, or who stood :the main attack of 
the Turkish army. Nor, on the other 
hand, mus‘ the allies raise. the ques- 
tion of who forced the Dardanelles. 

“Tet the present war restore the 
territorial integrity of France. Let 
England be rewarded for her he-oic 
effoits at the cost of Germany and 
Turkey. But let the vital interests 
of Russia’ also’ be cured. 

“Nothing less than the’ independ- 
ence of Russia is bound up with this 
question of the straits. Russia can 
and must guarantee the free passage 
of the Dardanelles to the mercantile 
marine of all ‘he world; but she must 
have power by. force of arms to pre- 
vent the warships of any other power 
from navigating the waters of the 
Sea of Marmora ani the Black Sea. 
There is only one way whereby this

A Greater Yield Rather Than In 
creased Action Should be the 
Aim 
The advice given in the most re 
cent announcement of the department 
of agriculture at Ottawa to make your 
land produce more, cannot be over- 
emphasized. Millions of bushels rath- 
er than the cultivation of excessive 
acres, should be Canada’s aim. Im- 
proved production is only possible by 
the use of good, pure seed and by as- 
siduous and knowledgeful attention 
to the soil. Experience is undoubted- 
ly in farming as in all other objects 
in life, the best Inatructor, but just 
as fertilizers help the soil, so does 
acquiring the results of experiments 
made by others. make the road easier 
to the lesson that is to be learned. 
Never was there so much necessity 
for thoroughness and earnestness as 
now when the markets of the world 
are wider open, when they are bein 
shifted and former occupants are re- 

ceiving notice to quit. 

As proof that there is abundant 
Toom for increased production by 
improvement, an official statement as 
follows. is presented of the average 
yield of various products last year, 
and of the average that is possible:

An animal or poultry shall be deemed 
to be at large immediately they have left 
the property or premises of their owner, 
and are so abroad on the property or 
premises of another without his know- 
ledge or permission, or without someone 
in charge of them. 

Until altered or amended by a Resolu- 
tion of the Council, this By-Law shall be 
in force during the whole year, and shall 
be held to affect that part of the Village 
of Empress enclosed by and including 
Fonrth Street West, Railway Avenue, 
Second Street East, and Sixth Avenue. 

2. The Village Council shall from time 
to time appoint a Poundkeeper who 
shall hold office during the pleasure of

Public notice is hereby given 
that the following by-law has 
been introduced in the council 
and that unless within twenty 
days after the last insertion of 
this notice at least ten resident 
electors of the village petition 
the council to’submit such By- 
law to the vote of the resident 
electors of the village the coun- 
cil will proceed to pass the same. 


The COUNCIL of the VILLAGE OF 
EMPRESS enacts as follows :— | 

1. Hereinafter, except where speciti- 
cally named or the context implies, any | 
word used importing sex, shall apply 
equally to both sexes, and similarly the 
singular shall imply the plural and vice 
versa, | 

The word animal shall include any 
stallion, horse, mare, gelding, colt, bull, 
ox, cow, heifer, steer, calf, goat, mule, 
jack, ass, sheep, pig, lamb, and also any 
animal ferae naturae in which anyone 
has acquired a right of property. 

The word poultry shall apply to any 
bird usually kept on a farmyard for food 


such person the amount of damages he 
may recover in any Court of competent 
Jurisaiction, 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to suffer his animal or poultry to run at 
large at any time within the pound 
district of the Village of Empress, defined 
and restricted as above mentioned, and 
when any animal or poultry are being 
driven from, to, or teaupe the said 
pound district, it shall not be lawful to 
allow them to graze or loiter therein. 

3. It shall be lawful for the Pound- 
keeper, and he is hereby required to 
impound any animal or poultry if found 
running at large contrary to the provi- 
sions of this By-Law, and shall detain 
the same until the owner thereof shall 
have paid over and above any claim for 
damages for trespass, the charges exigible 
under the provisions of this By-Law, or 
on default, until they are sold. 

4. Any person claiming any damage 
for trespass by any animal or poultry 
impounded may at any time before the 
animal or poultry is released, deliver to 
the Poundkeeper a statement in writing, 
showing the amount of his demand. 

(b). Upon the receipt of such state- 
ment the poundkeeper shall apply to the 
Reeve or to any one of the Councillors 
of the Village, or to a Justice of the 
Peace, who is hereby authorised and 
required to forthwith summon three 
disinterested inhabitants of the Village, 
and such three appraisers or any two of 
them shall within twenty-four hours 
after notice as aforesaid, view the ground 
on which the animal or poultry were 
found doing the damage and appraise 
the damage committed, and the deter- 
mination of a majority of the appraisers 
shall be conclusive as to the amount of 
such damages and they shall, within 
twenty-four hours after having made the 
view, give in writing to the poundkeeper 
a statement of the amount of damages 
assessed by them, and said amount shall 
be the amount to be collected from the 
owner or to be retained from the sale of 
the animal or poultry as damages, by the 
poundkeeper, 

5. If any poundkeeper impounds or 
ussists or encites or employs any person 
to impound any animal or poultry that 
are not estrays or are trespassing on the 
poundkeepers own land, he shall, in 
additién to any civil liability he may 
incur by reason thereof, be guilty of an 
offence and liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty not exceeding $100.00, 

6. Every poundkeeper. shall keep the 
pound to which he 1s appointed clean 
and in good repair, and shall supply the 
animals and poultry impounded therein 
with suflicient and wholesome sustenance, 
and provide for them such shelter as is 
commonly provided at the time for 
animals of similar age and class in the 
vicinity, and the poundkeeper may send 
such animals out of his pound at fit 
times and to fit places for grazing or 
watering and every poundkeeper_ shall 
be responsible to the owner of any 
impounded animal or poultry for the 
loss or damage occasioned by any act or 
negligence of himself or his agent. In 
no case shall an open wire corral be 
regarded as a suitable pound, 

7. If the owner of any impounded 
animal is known to the poundkeeper as 
the owner of such animal or poultry, 
the poundkeeper shall forthwith deliver 
at or mail by registered post to the 
address of irah owner a notice in the 
form hereinafter provided, In case such 
owner is not known, or such owner or 
person notified shall not within ten days 
after the posting or delivery of such 
notice appear at the pound and release

An Association of Farmers and Business Men: Whose Aim will 
Be to Disseminate Knowledge of the Most Approved 


Farming Methods, and to 


A committee of Canadian agricul- 
turists were induced to make a trip 
to North Dakota to investigate the 
work of agricultural instruction as 
carried on by the U.S. government. 
Mr. Geo. A. Merrick, of Winnipeg, has 
sent us their report, showing the re- 
eult of their investigation, which is as 
follows: 

Dear Sir,—The members of the 
ommittee selected to visit North 

akota and investigate at first hand 
the results of the Field Agent System 
of agriculturc! instruction, report: 

The aim of your committee was to 
obtain as much information as pos- 
gible from the farmers themselves 
4n districts where the system is in 
operation, and through the courtesy 
of Mr. Thomas Cooper, director of the 
North Dakota Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, and Mr. F. R. Crane, 
agricultural] commissioner of the Great 
Northern Railway, we were enabled 
to spend three whole days motoring 
and interviewing farmers in the coun- 
try tributary to Valley City, in the 
eastern part of the state; Minot ‘n 
the North Central District; Williston, 
near the western boundary; and + 
half day was spent, on the return 
Ge ae in the Grand Forks district. 

e were also afforded an opportunity 


at each place to discuss with numerous | 


bankerg and business men the ques- 
tlon of the results being accomplish- 
ed, and no effort was spared to make 
the investigation a thorough one. 

It is our unanimous opinion that the 
better farming campaign being con- 
ductea in North Dakota is proving 
successful.in a remarkable degree, 
and is rapidly creating conditions 
which will ensure an enormous en- 
hancement of the prosperity of the 
state, as well as contribute to a mat- 
evial improvement of the social condi- 
tions of farm life, From an investiga- 
tion of the cost of the work we con- 
clude that the expenditures thereon 
will be returned a_hundredfold 
through increase of agricultural yro- 
ducts. 

We are further of the opinion that 
the experience of North Dakota, con- 
eidered in conjunction with the his- 
tory of agricultural progress in other 

arts of North America, serves to c8&- 

blish conclusively that the attain- 
ment of a thoroughly satisfactory de- 
velopment of the agricultural indus- 
try of a new country requires that 
there shall exist—as auxiliary to tho 
departments of agricultural and ex- 
perimental farms—an efficiently o.-- 

auized staff of field men to carry in 
ormation to the farmers on their 
-Own farms... . o.-. Lis 5 

As a natural consequénce of the 
unparalleled rapidity of the settle- 
ment of Western Canada in the last 
few years we have admittedly an un- 
usually large percentage of settlers 
whose knowledge of farming is slight, 
and it ig therefore an abvious deduc- 
tion that the result; which could be 
looked for from an efficient organiza- 
tion of field men- would be proportion- 
ately greater here than in North Da- 
kota. 

The necessity for an organized 
movement to increase largely agricul 
tural production in the prairie prov- 
inces by greater efficiency of farming 
methods is now widely recrguized, 
and we cannot urge 100 strongly that 
steps be taken without deiuy to in- 
augurate the Field Agen: System 
here, as the ost effective means of 
accomplishing the desire. end. 

We think it well to add that in our 
opinion a movement along the lines 
recommended, in order to be produc- 
tive of the maximum gocd, should 
take the form of a combination of 
the Farmers’ Association., and the 
more important business interests to 
co-operate with the department of 
agriculture. We are not losing sight 
of the fact that the department of 
agriculture in al. three o® our prairie 
provinces are already do'1g cxcellent 
extension work. ‘hey are, however, 
gomewhat hampered by lack of 
funds, and it is our conviction that 
the organization of a Field Agent 
6ystem should be set on foot on a 
*ecale gufficient to demonstrate effec- 

vely its value with the least possible 
lost of time.

Superintendent; The neld work to 
be in charge of a superintendent ap- 
pointedby the bgard of directors, and 
selected with a¢View to his know- 
ledge of the science of agricultury, 
as well as his quelificationgs as an 
executive. The responsibility for ap- 
pointments of field agents will rest 
with him. 

Field Agents: The work of each 
field agent may be more particularly 
described as follows: 

1. Going to the individual farmer 
on his own farm and actively co-oper- 
ating with him—taking up the par- 
ticular problems presented upon each 
farm, and demonstrating through the 


| farmers’ own efforts satisfactory solu- 


tions. His activities will be entirely 
in the field. He will have no regular 
office, but will arrange to spend an 
hour or two periodically in different 
centres to meet all inquirers. Among 
the matters with which he will have 
to deal with are the following: 
(a) Increasing y‘elds per acre (i) 
treatment of soil conditions, (ii) bet- 
ter tillage m2tnodgyand moisture con- 
servation; (iii) selection of seed; (iv) 
proper rotation, introducing new 
orepe of value, such as corn and ai 
a.

many’s war materials, and its 
ability to keep up with the enormous 
demands of the kaiser’s great armies 
may bring about the end of the war 
at a mucn earlier date than has yet 
entered into any one’s calculations. 

As a matter of fect, the capacity 
of the much vaunted Krupp works 
is not nearly so great cs the aggre- 
gate capacity of Britain’s five most 
important armament firms. Reports 
that Germany is running short of shot 
and shell are persistent, and are likely 
enough to be true, and it is notorious 
that Germany is making frantic ef- 
forts to secure supplies of metal by 
any meang and at any price. 

There is also plenty of evidence 
that Krupp-manufactured munitions 
are’ by no means so superior as many 
people had been led to believe, and 
we know, too, that the “colossus of 
armament firms” has been mixed up 
in scandals, bribery, and corruption. 
Germany has been very proud of its 
Krupp’s and has had unbounded con- 
fidence in the huge Essen factory. In 
the supreme test now being applied 
Krupp’s may fail the fatherland. 

Founded at Essen 102 years ago as 
a factory for the production of “Eng- 
lish cast steel,” and employing only 
seventy workmen in 1848, this com- 
pany now employs 70,000, of whom 
38,000 are in the Essen steel works 
alone. The great Mannesmann iron 
and steel works at Dusseldorf, capital- 
ized at $5,000,000 has been absorbed 
into the Essen concern, bringing the 
comvined share and loan capital of 
Krupp’s up to $71,500,000. 

Ag an indication of the extent of 
the Essen works, it may be mention- 
ed that the plant is served by eighty 
miles of private railway, and that the 
traffic between the works ‘ng the 
Prussiar state system average ode- 
tween fifty and gixty trains daily. 

The entire coal supply is furnished 
by the company’s own collicries, 
which emplvy 10,000 men anc produce 
nearly 3,000,000 tons a year. The 
firm’s iron ore.mines employ 6, v 
men. The pig iron for the steel works 
is mostly supplied by the Friedrica- 
Alfred Hutte, another important unit 
of the Krupp organization. These 
famous iron works cover nearly 700 
acres of land, and include seven plast

Production of Cows 


Some Will be Found to be Much More 
Profitable Than Others—Test 
Will Tell 
The Dominion department of agri- 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the following bulletin, under the head- 

ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through the 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ap- 
paratus, that possibly some of this ani- 
mated machinery needs overhauling 
and closely examining? A Lew mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if your cows were regaided in this 
light, some miglt be found to be very 
economical producers, and possibly 
the less said about the capacity of 
others the better. 

“Some cow testing figures given to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and testing each individual cow's milk 
soon discovers if any unit machines in 
the milk making factory are not in 
zood economical running order. Then 
that makes $20 or $30 or more clear 
profit above the cost of feed. Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.” 


Field Instructions 


Six Field Agents Have Been Appoint- 

\ ed for Manitoba 

The Winnipeg business men who 
recently investigated the conditions 
of agricultural education in North 
Dakota, and whose repoit and recom- 
mendations we published, in giving 
out the result of their work made a 
statement which needs to be mude 
public, in order to prevent misappre- 
hension. They say: “Since its return 
your committee has been conferring 
with the minister of agriculture for 
Manitoba with a view to some ar- 
rangement whereby an association of 
farmers and business men might co- 
operate with his department in inaug- 
urating a system of field instruction, 
Although the provincial government 
does not at the present time see its 
way to entering into the joint plan 
suggested it is gratifying to note that 
the minister of agricuiture has an- 
nounced that his department will it- 
self put a number of field instructors 
at work in the spring. As this in some 
measure fulfills the purpose of the 
joint plan proposed, your committee 
feels that it is inadvisable to proceed 
at the present time with the forming 
of an association as outlined in its 
report,”

Canada’s Duty 


Should Now Make Good the Boast 
That She is the Granary of the 
Empire 
All sorts of propnesies are being 
made of the likely duration of the 
war, Lord Kitchener originally said 
three years, So far as newspaper re 
ports are concerned there is no rea 
son to beseve he has changed his 
Opinion. Ail tuat he is kuown to have 
subsequently remarked is that he 
didn’t know when the war could end, 
but that he did kuow when it would 
begin—in wiay. This, of course, was 
taken as indicating that the real of- 
fensive campaign of the allies would 
theo start. Meantime, beyond send- 
iug over continge.is, the plain duty 
remains to Cauada of being prepared 
for any contingency. This country is 
the nearest of the large overseas Do 
miniuns, and to this country Britain 
will naturally look for a great portion 
of ber supplies. That she is doing co 
already is abundantly proven by the 
fact tuat the trace returns for the 
five months of the war that elapsed 
in 1914 show a decidedly marked in- 
crease, For the final quarter of the 
year, compared with the same period 
in 1918, that increase was no less 
than nine and a half million dollara, 
principally in the value of foodstuffs. 
There is surely groundwork for 
thought in such a statement. Canada 
has proudly claimed to be the granary 
of the empire. It is now up to her to 
fulfil that .oast, and not only in the 
matter of cereais, but also as regards 
beef, mutton, pork, bacon and vege 
tables. In cultivation of the last- 
mentioned the cities and towns can 
help by utilizine the present waste 
land either in their midst or in the 
surrounding territory, An unoccupied 
acre at these times implies extravag- 
ance both in soil and labor. Nobody 
can plead ignorance in these matters

So the 
ret code books are carefully guar 
ed and none is more carefully pro 
tected than that of the United States 
navy. The secret code books are 
issued only to the executive officers 
of ships and every precaution is 


taken to prevent them be stolen 
by men in the service of fore 
governments, The books are boun 


in heavy metal covers, so that if a 
vessel is threatened with capture the 
commander may throw his code book 
overboard and it will sink, thug 
avoiding seizure.
